FOOD STAMP SCANDALS? 
Shock waves generated by the 
scandal-plagued 
food 
stamp 
program never seem to die out 
or fade away. Instead, they get 
bigger all the time 
Unfortunately, Missouri has 
taken a leading role in tH#> 
escalating ripoff mess that has 
transformed the program into 
an uncontrollable monster. It 
was in Missouri that the first 
tremors of a new nationwide 
scandal were recorded late last 
year with the revelation of a 
shortage in the Moneytown, 
Inc., food stamp operation that 
now exceeds $1 million. 
Following on the heels of the 
St. Louis disclosure, similar 
abuses were found in other cities 
where 18 vendors had turned up 
with undeposited food stamp 
funds totaling $8 7 million. The 
situation 
led Secretary of 
Agriculture Earl L 
Butz to 
order an audit of all 6,700 of the 
nation's food stamp vendors. 
The reports aren’t in yet, but 
the 
prospect 
is 
frightening—judging 
by 
the 
picture 
in Missouri. State 
Auditor George W 
Lehr has 
reported that a minimum of $30 
million annually, and maybe as 
much as $70 million in food 
stamps, is going either to in­ 
dividuals who are eligible or into 
the illegal market. 
Lehr, who plans to issue one or 
more reports on findings of the 
investigation, does not hold out 
hope for the taxpaying public “I 
think the total picture of fraud 
and abuse in food stamps will 
make the Moneytown shortage 
pale 
in 
com parison,” 
he 
predicted 
Although 
the 
auditor was 
highly critical of Moneytown 
officials, he did not stop there 
Sharp criticism also was heaped 
on state and federal govern 
ments for permitting the loss to 
occur. In a sad commentary 
Lehr noted that Moneytown had 
no adequate internal controls, 
but this obstacle made no dif­ 
ference because state officials 
didn’t attempt to conduct an 
audit anyway. 
When the food stamp program 
was initiated in 1961, it had 
laudatory dual goals; To feed 
the 
really 
needy 
and 
to 
distribute some of the vast 
stores of government surplus 
food 
that 
overflowed 
in 
warehouses. At that time the 
program served 50,000 persons 
at a cost of only $400,000 By 1971 
the price tag had jumped to $1 5 
billion Currently more than 19 
million individuals are in the 
program 
and 
the cost has 
escalated to $6 8 billion. 
The needy are not the target of 
the growing calls for reforming 
the entire food stamp program 
But how can

Eligibility standards are so 
generous that

reported last year than in 1974 a 
total of 43.000 families with 
incomes above $18,000 annually 
had received food stamps at 
some time during the year.

"Matching the Soviets would 
do

Carr and Downey wrote the 
President "Counterforce, first 
strike capability can be used 
only to commit agression, not to 
deter it. Our only hope is to

developing it, and this can only

Special Olympic team 
headed for Arlington

MATTHEWS — Being enrolled in special education 
classes might prevent most young men from par­ 
ticipating in organized basketball. But for nine young 
men from Lilbourn and Matthews high schools, the fact 
that they are slow to learn in the classroom doesn’t keep 
them off the court. 
A combined team of students from the New Madrid 
County R-l School District will journey to Arlington, 
Texas Friday to participate in the Southcentral Regional 
Special 
Olympic 
Basketball 
Tournament 
at 
the 
University of Texas. 
The team will represent Missouri in the tournament 
and will compete against teams from Kansas, Arkansas, 
Louisiana, Texas and Oklahoma. The New Madrid 
County team finished second in the state tournament 
after losing to St. Joseph 35-25 early in March, but gained 
the right to represent the Show-Me State since St. Joseph 
is unable to attend. 
Coaching the team will be Eddie Hillis, who also 
teaches many of the boys in his special education classes 
at Matthews High School. The athletes fall under the 
category of “Educable Mentally Retarded” or EMR. In 
other words, the students have a learning handicap but 
will be expected to make their own way after graduation. 
Although there is no organized league for special 
education students, the boys had been practicing 
together all winter for the state tournament, which saw 
over thirty teams from all over the state enter. New 
Madrid County had been favored to win the tournament 
this year after winning the inaugural Missouri Special 
Olympic Tournament in 1975, but were beaten out by St. 
Joseph. 


Now, the team is hard at work preparing for the big one 
at Arlington. “We’ll probably practice all next week,” 
said Hillis. 
According to Special Olympic rules, each boy must 
play in each half, assuring that each athlete will get to 
participate. Otherwise, the games are conducted ac­ 
cording to high school rules. 
Hillis said that the team would be hurting at Arlington 
because of the absence of starting center Timmy Long, a 
5-9 senior jumping jack who was seriously injured in an 
automobile accident two weeks ago. Taking his place at 
the post position will be 6-0 sophomore Leon Gates. 
Also starting will be 6-0 senior Donald Vaughn and 5-10 
sophomore Daniel Baker at the forward positions, along 
with 5-9 senior George Dorsey and 5-9 sophomore Jerry 
Vaughn in the backcourt. 
Rounding out the New Madrid County R-l roster will be 
5-9 freshman Randy Burton, S-10 senior Ronnie Hughes, 
5-8 freshman Willie Brown and 5-8 junior Bobby 
Williams. The team manager is Lee Cammon. 
The team has drawn a first round bye in the tour­ 
nament and will play the winner of the Texas-Oklahoma 
Friday night game Saturday morning at 10:00. The squad 
will leave from Matthews at the ungodly hour of 2:00 
a.m. Friday in order to arrive at Arlington in time to 
watch the Texas-Oklahoma game. 
Of course, such a trip will be expensive. “The boys 
have gotten out and worked for some of their own money, 
but we could really use some contributions,” noted coach 
Hillis.

Water is, a universal solvent 
that makes it possible for man 
and most other kinds of life to 
survive.

Knowing what happens to 
hot and cold water in a lake is . 
important to fishing success. Re­

fishermen are on the alert for a 
semi-annual phenomenon called 
the “turn-over,” which displaces 
cold and warm waters in a lake. 
This natural action occurs 
each Spring and winter. In each 
case, cold dense water at the 
top is mixed with warmer water 
underneath, 
carrying 
a 
high 
quantity of dissolved oxygen to 
the depths. Fish seek the greater 
amount of oxygen and there­ 
fore rise and descend with their 
preferred habitat. 
Water can become so warm 
in summer that it contains little 
oxygen and therefore few fish. 
The ideal water temperatures 
vary with the species of fish, but 
for 
practical 
purposes 
water 
that is less than 80 degrees F 
and more than 39 degrees F is 
suitable for fish life. W armer 
water contains too little oxygen 
and colder water is subject to 
quick freezes. 
An ordinary medical ther­ 
mometer, or an electronic fish­ 
ing thermometer, is handy to 
have aboard your fishing boat. 
Some anglers arc beginning to 
use new, inexpensive 
oxygen 
meters to assist them in finding 
the best depth for fishing.

Jim m y Carter and Henry M. 
Jackson gained the victories, 
but in the end, the divided 
Democratic verdicts of the W is­

President Ford won his sixth 
Republican prim ary, winning 
easily over challenger Ronald 
Reagan in Wisconsin.

nal votes were counted, hours 
after Rep. 
Morris K. Udall 
staged a premature victory cel­ 
ebration. 
Washington’s 
Sen. Jackson 
won convincingly in New York, 
although he fell short of the 
delegate m ajority he had fore­ 
cast. He wound up with 41 per 
cent of the state’s 274 Demo­ 
cratic 
National 
Convention 
delegates. 
Udall came up a loser despite 
a costly, intensive Wisconsin 
campaign. 
The 
defeat 
was 
magnified by his claim he had 
won on the basis of an early 
lead and victory projections by 
ABC and NBC 
But the Arizona congressman 
won a big bloc of New York 
delegates. 
That 
showing, 
coupled with his near miss in 
Wisconsin, 
probably w ill 
be 
enough to keep his campaign 
going. 
So Tuesday's two prim ary 
elections point to another three- 


way race in the next big Demo­ 
cratic test, for Pennsylvania’s 
178 delegates on April 27 
That could work to Humph­ 
rey’s advantage. The more can­ 
didates there are to divide the 
votes, the more likely a stale­ 
mate that would leave room for 
a late entry by the Minnesota 
senator, who Is shunning the 
prim aries but says he w ill reas­ 
sess his potential candidacy if 
there is no clear leader after 
the final prim ary voting on 
June 8.

What could you tell me 
about this or can I have the 
other operation and put con­ 
tact lenses on and wear other 
glasses besides the contact 
lenses? Are these permanent 
glasses that the doctor wants 
to put inside my eyes ap­ 
proved? 
I would sure hate to lose my 
eyesight. I am 69 years old 
and never wore glasses when I 
was young. 
DEAR READER - I wish I 
could give you a definite 
answer. Certainly implanting 
an artificial lens inside the 
eye is a very prom ising 
technique. Eventually I would 
guess that it will become the 
standard procedure in all 
healthy eyes, but I don’t think 
we are at th at stage yet. 
There are a number of eye 
specialists in the country who 
are very enthusiastic about 
this procedure and they have 
reason to be. 
L et’s start at the beginning, 
a cataract is anopacificationof 
the lens in the eye. All of the 
light that enables you to see 
must pass through the lens 
The cataract operation simply 
removes that opaque, clouded 
lens. 
Before contact lenses were 
popular, individuals who had 
catarats removed wore very 
thick lenses that magnified 
images 25 to 30 tim es their 
normal size This greatly dis­ 
torted the field of vision. 
The successful development 
of contact lenses has been a 


great benefit. The amount of 
magnification and distortion 
by the contact lens resting on 
the outside of the eyeball after 
the cataracts have 
been 
removed is minimal. 
Now we have implants of a 
new lens into the eye itself. 
Since these are internal they 
require none of the usual care 
attended to contact lenses 
The amount of magnification 
and distortion with such 
lenses is really minimal. 
If there is other disease in­ 
side the eye then the use of an 
implant may not improve vi­ 
sion nor will an external con­ 
tact lens or ordinary glasses. 
At least the amount of im­ 
provement will be limited by 
the degree of other disease in 
the eye.

NEW YORK (AP) - The em­ 
pire of Howard Hughes grew 
out of inventiveness until it be­ 
came a conglomerate that re­ 
flected its creator. 
The Hughes Tool Co., which 
he inherited at 19, thrived by 
selling a drill bit that clawed 
through rock as easily as mud. 
The bit is the basis of the oil 
drilling process now used in ev­ 
ery producing country outside 
of the Communist world. It was 
invented by Hughes' father and 
a partner in 1909. 
In 1923, Hughes inherited the 
firm, and before that decade 
had ended he had made his 
move into other businesses 
His fortune at the time of his 
death Monday was generally 
estimated to have been about 
$2 billion, but some who knew 
him say it was less than that. 
All concede it was one of the 
greatest personal fortunes ever

His holdings in recent years 
have largely been controlled by 
Summa Corp., the holding com­ 
pany for his casino, helicopter 
and real estate operations.

Hughes was known for letting 
the managers of Toolco run 
their own show while he took a 
personal involvement in every 
detail of his other operations.

When he moved into 
aviation, he often tested his 
own planes. 
But the tool company served 
as the basis of his empire. A 
Fortune Magazine article in 
December 1973 estimated that 
he earned $750 million in profits 
on the tool company before sell­ 
ing it to the public in 1972 at 
$30 a share, a $150 million 
transaction. 
This wasn't Hughes’ largest 
business deal, though. When he 
sold 
his holdings in Trans 
World Airlines in 1966, he re­ 
ceived $546,549,171 for his $80 
million investment. 
Another of his business deals 
saw Hughes buy RKO Pictures 
in 1954 with a personal check 
for $23,489,478 
He sold it 16 
months later for $25 million. 
He built the Hughes Aircraft 
Co. into a major defense con­ 
tractor during World War II 


and then turned it over to the 
Howard Hughes Medical In­ 
stitute of Miami. 
In recent years he was in­ 
volved in mining operations 
and ocean exploration This led 
him to ownership of the Glomar 
Explorer, which was found to 
be involved in a Central In­ 
telligence Agency effort to sal­ 
vage a sunken Russian subma­ 
rine instead of its stated pur­ 
pose of scooping up mineral no­ 
dules from the ocean floor 
His investments in real estate 
and casino-hotels in Las Vegas, 
Nev., also occupied the closing 
years of his life as he ran his 
empire while secluded in a suc­ 
cession of heavily guarded ho­ 
tel suites. 
In 
1972, 
Hughes sold 
his 
Toolco holdings and grouped 
the rest of his vast holdings 
into Summa. 
The money from the Toolco 
was used to fund the purchases 
of five casinos in Las Vegas 
and one in Reno, Nev., all of 
which are officially owned by 
Summa. 
Where the vast fortune will 
go is a public mystery. It was 
not immediately known wheth­ 
er Hughes even left a will

establishing a legal definition of 
death in Missouri prompted the 
Senate Tuesday to postpone any 
action until a study committee 
looks into the m atter and re ­ 
ports back next year. 
The senators laid aside a bill 
defining death introduced by 
Sen 
Joe Frappier, R-Floris- 
sant. who had urged the other 
to approve the m easure in or­ 
der to assure patients requiring 
transplants that they would re ­ 
ceive the needed organs 
But the subject m atter pro­ 
voked objections from other 
senators 
"If we ever had a bill where 
we play God. this is it,’’ Sen 
Lawrence Lee. D-St. Louis said 
"W e better be right " 
"None of us know what this 
bill does, and now we are play­ 
ing with death," he added in 
support of his m easure to form 
a study group to investigate the 
m atter after the session ad­ 
journs 
Lee's proposal was supported 
by Kansas City Democrat H ar­ 
ry Wiggins who said. "The se­ 
riousness of the m atter before 
us today is awesome." 
The Nil under consideration 
stated that a person is dead 
when he has "experienced an 
irreversible cessation of spon­ 
taneous respiratory and circu­ 
latory functions," and that if 
artificial means preclude a de­ 
term ination that those functions 
have ceased, a person is dead 
if he has "experienced an irre­ 
versible 
cessation 
of 
spon 
taneous brain functions." 
Frappier said that some 753 
peropie in Missouri are aw ait­ 
ing kidney transplants and that 
the definition was needed if 
they could expect to receive a 
kidney. 
"T here's no legal way to dis­ 
connect a respirator." Frappier 
said He added that the lack of 
a definition of death in the 
state statutes is hampering the 
implementation of the state's 
anatomical gift act which was 
approved last year. 
That law allows those persons 
wishing to do so to declare on 
the back of their drivers' li­ 
censes authorization to donate 
their bodily organs to medicine 
Frappier read off a list of 
groups supporting the defini­ 
tion.
